Subject: Chinese Nuclear Development 



1. Much has been written on the emergence of Com muni st Ghana 
as a nuclear power and its potential effects upon the world. Thought 
has been given as to how we might combat Chinese employment of 
their nucLr capability in Asia and how we might deter them from 
usins their capability once it has been acquired. Nothing has been 
wrS« so far as I know, on how we can prevent or delay the Chinese 
from succeeding in their nuclear development program.
